A good illustration'of how a 


man of ordinary ability may at- 
tain success by making the most 
of his opportunities is found in 
Alcuin, an English schoolmaster 
of the eighth century.

the emperor was 


looking for a principal for his 
royal school, and he effered Al- 
cuin the place. Alcuin accepted, 
and this was the beginning of a 
great career, especially

Latin language, create schools, 
and do everything he could to 
revive learning.

Yet all accounts 
agree that he was a man of only 
ordinary ability. 
He succeeded 


by keeping everlastingly at It.
